Romany of Santurce, Puerto Rico. 
In less time than it takes to click 
a castenent, Senor Romany chang­ 
ed the atmosphere of a national 
conv ention from one roaring with 
rancor to one roaring with laugh­ 
ter. 
Great Man 
A great man, the Senor, but one 
who doesn’t look like a hero. He’s 
a short, potbellied, 
59 -y ear-old 
lawy er and onetime judge, with 
his name nex t to last on the list 
of 1,206 delegates. 
How he came to be a hero is a 
remarkable story pf a remarkable 
night in the history of the Grand 
Old Party . 
The argument had rolled on and 
on ov er which delegation from 
Georgia should be seated: One 
fav oring Sen. Robert A. Taft or 
one fav oring Gen. Dwight D. Fis- 
enhower. 
Names had been called, and the 
man who still is the titular head 


of the party , Tom Dewey —becau se 
he was its last Presidential nomi­ 
nee—had been lou dly booed. It 
looked like a situ ation in which a 
single wrong word might be the 
spark which cou ld blow u p the 
party . 
The rollcall had gone on, labor­ 
iou sly , painfu lly . It was obv iou s 
that thc Eisenhower forces had 
won, bu t thc tension hadn't less­ 
ened.

Methoxychlor will control most

Lindane is used primarly for con­ 
trolling aphids and plant lice, and 
Rotenonc is used where edible por­ 
tions of the plant are to be used 
shortly after spraying. 
Methoxychlor can be used ef­ 
fectively 
against 
bean 
beetles, 
Mexican bean beetles, leaf hop­ 
pers, flea beetles, Colorado potato 
beetles, and a host of other garden 
insects. And although Rotenonc is 
of rather short duration, it will kill 
most insects found in the garden. 
All of the above insecticides may 
be applied as either a dust or 
spray. And whether you spray or 
d u st. . . application of the material 
should be made just as soon as in­ 
sects appear.
